Twelve mo. .ars in one battery are 
mounted and ready for use, and they 
are reUed upon to do effective work in 
shelling the city. Three batteries^of 
artillery are now posted on El Paso 
ridg e, 2,400 yards.from the town, and 
the Caprou and Grimes batteries are 
1,500 yards to the north of the road in 
the rear of General Lawton’s division. 
In firing the field g uns' will be com­ 
pelled to shell the to\^ over the heads 
of our own men, but 
artillery offi­ 
cers say it can be done safely and with­ 
out injury to our soldiers. 
The dynamite g un has been so placed 
that it will be able to enfilade several of 
the Spanish lines.

able July 3. 
He refused to sign the 
parole paper and was consequently con­ 
fined under guard. The remainder of 
the prisoners were confined between 
decks and closely guarded.

General Shafter has nearly 50 siege 
guns and a large number of 7-inch mor­ 
tars, besides lighter artillery, at his dis­ 
posal. These guns, taken in connection 
with the work that can be done by the 
fleet, will, it is believed, carry terror 
sud destruction to Santiago. 
The belief is held by the best in­ 
formed officials that General Toral, the 
Spanish 
commander, will surrender 
when he finds it will bej impossible for 
bim to evacuate the city. Upon what 
grounds tins belief ie based coaid not be 
ascertained, but that information to 
that effeqt is in the hands of the war of­ 
ficials there is no doubt. 
The news of the bombardment came 
at the close of a busy Sunday in the war 
yepartm^nt.

B oth A rm ies Made Preparations B efore 
the F ig h tin g Com m enced A gain. 
Positions o f Our Troops. 


B e f o r e S a n t ia g o, July 9. pa? dis­ 
patch boat Wanda, via Port Antonio 
and Kingston, Jamaica, 
July IO.— 
Everything on the firing line is now 
ready for the commencement of hostili­ 
ties, in case the Spanish generals do 
not surrender. 
The dynamite gun, 
which has been in position for several 
days, is now in better working order 
than at the time of the battle of San 
Juan, and it is predicted 
that its 
charges, consislng of 20 pounds of gun­ 
cotton and gelatin, will work havoc 
in the Spanish trenches when it opens 
fire. 
Twelve mo. .ars in one battery are 
mounted and ready for use, and they 
are relied upon to do effective work in 
shelling the city. Three batteries, of 
artillery are now posted on El Paso 
ridge,. 2,400 yards.from the town, and 
the Capron and Grimes batteries are 
1,500 yards to the north of the road in 
the rear of General Lawton’s division. 
In firing the field guns’ will be com­ 
pelled to shell the town over the heads 
of oar own men, bat tiff artillery offi­ 
cers say it can be done safely and with­ 
out injury to our soldiers. 
The dynamite gun has been so placed 
that it will be able to enfilade several of 
the Spanish lines. 
On the other hand, during the trace, 
which so far as regards the continuing 
of preparations for defense or attack 
has been no truce whatever, the Span­ 
iards have not been idle. They have 
been mounting guns and some of these 
are of much heavier caliber than any 
of the American army’s which can be 
brought into play. Some of their guns 
are of antiquated pattern and not cap­ 
able of mach damage, bat others are 
very different and capable of excellent 
work. One 7-inch gun, which had so 
perfect a range during the battle of 
San Joan, of many ridges occupied by 
the American troops, has been located 
with especial care by the American 
gunners, and it will be the recipient of 
much attention when hostilities re­ 
open. 
General Bates’ division, which holds 
the extreme left of the line, moved for­ 
ward today to a new position, 400 yards 
in advance of its former line. It was, 
since the battle of San Juan, planted 
along the edge of a precipitous ravine, 
the walls of which are about 80 feet 
high. This ravine is about 700 yards 
long and about 400 yards wide. General 
Bates has now moved the Twentieth In­ 
fantry to the side of the ravine nearest 
Santiago, and placed the Third Infan­ 
try, which, with the Twentieth, forma 
his brigade, at right angles to the line of 
the Twentieth. The extreme left of his 
line, which is the extreme left of the 
American army, is about opposite the 
upper end of Santiago Harbor and from 
four to six miles from the coast line. 
When hostilities are opened by the 
bombardment great things are expected 
from the navy. Admiral Sampson is 
quoted throughout the army as saying 
that he will drop one shell into the city 
every five minutes, and if that is not 
sufficient to do the work, he will drop 
one into the city every two minutes. 
This fire, in addition to what the land 
forces will turn in, it is thought, will 
be sufficient to reduce the Spaniards to, 
a point where they will surrender. 
General Hawkins, commanding the 
First brigade of General Kent’s division, 
who was wounded in the foot during 
the attack made on our lines Saturday 
night by the Spaniards, has returned to 
the United States. Colonel Theaker, of 
the Sixteenth Infantry, has succeeded 
General Hawkins in the command of 
the brigade, and Colonel Wood, of the 
rough riders,

Sixteen Spanish prisoners who were 
wounded were turned over to 'he Span­ 
iards yesterday afternoon.

played great gratitude for this kind­

W a sh in g t o n, July ll.—The St. Louis 
arrived yesterday at Portsmouth, N. H., 
with 800 Spanish enlisted sailors and 40 
officers aboard, captured from Ovrvera’s 
squadron. 
Every lifesaving nation 
md every lighthouse on the coast which 
sighted the ship flashed its report by 
telephone and telegraph straight into 
the headquarters of the service in the 
navy department, where skilled oper­ 
ators are on duty every minute of the 
day and night. The incident is grati­ 
fying as showing the remote danger of 
any hostile ship approaching United 
States ports without the knowledge of 
the navy department. 
Admiral Gervera himself was among 
the unwilling passengers on the St. 
Louis. 
He will not remain at Ports­ 
mouth, however, but as soon as the en­ 
listed men are landed on Seavey’s isl­ 
and in tile quarters prepared for them 
ar snort notice by Captain Crownin- 
shield, he, with the officers of his 
squadron, save tile surgeons, whom will 
be left with the men, will be sent to 
Annapolis to be confined within the 
limits of the naval academy reservation. 
P o r tsm o u th, N. H., July ll.—In­ 
cluding the prisoners there were 1,038 
people on board the St. Louis on arriv­ 
ing nere yesterday. Out of this num­ 
ber there are 91 sick aud wounded 
Spaniards under the care of surgeons. 
Admiral Uervera is confined to his 
cabin, having been quite ill for the past 
three days, although he was able to be 
dressed yesterday morning. Captain 
Eulate, who was commander or the 
Vizcaya and is among the prisoners, is 
also quite ill, having been wounded in 
the head during the battle off Santiago. 
Health Officer F. S. Towle, who went 
on board, made a thorough examination 
of the vessel, visited all of the sick and 
found that most of the sickness was due 
to wounds received during the oat tie or 
from exposure. He was warmly greeted 
by Admiral Cervera, who said he had 
been well treated. \J 
All of the Spanish commissioned offi­ 
cers have been on parole and had the 
freedom of the ship with one exception, 
and he was the governor of Santiago de 
Cuba, who was trying to escape from 
the city on Admiral Cervera’s flagship 
when she was destroyed on that memor­ 
able July 3. He refused to sign the 
parole paper and was consequently con­ 
fined under guard. The remainder of 
the prisoners were confined between 
decks and closely guarded. 
A detach­ 
ment of 22 malines from the U. 8. S. 
Brooklyn, under Lieutenant Borden, 
and 21 marines from the U. 8. 8. Mar­ 
blehead were put aboard the Bt. Louis 
when she left Guantanamo for the 
north to guard the prisoners, but they 
had little or no trouble with the men.

Not a phrase conveying an impres­ 
sion of entire felicity, yet it may be 
found that water, bot, has manifold 
uses and is peculiarly able in oertain 
places to afford comfort and relief. 
A 
physician who has tried it says tia t no 
agent so quickly relieves nausea and 
vomiting as water, hot as it can be 
taken. 
For constipation drink of hot 
water a short time before retiring at 
night. Dyspeptics are benefited by sip­ 
ping a cup of hot water an hour before 
eating. The same practice tends to flesh 
production, and is one of the rules given 
sometimes in prescriptions for the cure 
of lameness. 
As water is so considerable an ele­ 
ment in the physical structure, it is in 
some sense a food, though—knowing, 
too, that without it life cannot be sap- 
ported—it is not usually regarded in 
that manner, and the knowledge that a 
weak stomach w ill retain hot water 
when it will nothing else may be often­ 
times of value. 
Let those who are inclined to sneer at 
"only bot water” try a cup of it, fresh 
water, quickly heated and brought to a 
boil, used with cream and sugar as for 
coffee. 
If coffee, as many believe, en­ 
courages dyspepsia, and tea renders its 
consumers subject to headaches, while 
a cold fluid with warm fluid is not hy­ 
gienic, it answers to reason that if any 
drink must be used at meals, the one 
we are considering (or else hot milk), 
having none of their objectionable qual­ 
ities, is preferable. 
To ward off the cold threatened by a 
chilly sensation, drink a cup. To loosen 
a tight cough, sip water as hot as it can 
be borne. A hot compress, with a dry 
flannel over it, persistently applied to 
the throat and chest w ill cure a stub­ 
born cough, a sore throat and out short 
in its incipiency congestion of the lungs. 
To dip a cloth in hot w ater and lay it 
quickly over the seat of pain is some­ 
times a relief in neuralgia. The same 
application on the stomach will banish 
colio. In croup place about the neck a 
flannel wrung out of hot water. For 
sprains hot fomentations are excellent. 
Iii such cases care should be taken that 
the clothing is protected from dampness 
by the intervention of a dry cloth, and 
in all the uses for it thus far given it 
m ast be kept in mind that the water is 
to be really hot 
In spasms place the afflicted child as 
quickly as possible in a hot bath—that 
is, one heated as mach as comfort will 
allow. The convulsed frame will be re­ 
laxed and soothed by its contact with 
the warm water. A hot bath after ex­ 
posure will do mach to prevent the 
taking of an infectious disease. An oc­ 
casional full bot bath upon retiring is 
of great benefit in inducing sleep. Even 
a footbath will be found a help as a 
means to the same. 
When a person is tired and heated, 
bathing the face with warm water will 
prove more comfortable as well as less 
dangerous than the use of cold. 
Weak 
eyes are made stronger by bathing them 
regularly in water as hot as can be 
borne. If they are tired, such bathing, 
to which is sometimes added a little 
salt, will wonderfully rest them. 
For a fine complexion and velvety 
skin never use cold, but warm water in 
washing the face. It may be first wash­ 
ed with soap and hot water, then rinsed 
with tepid water. To bathe the face 
daily in hot water will, it is said, re­ 
move pimples. And the appearance of 
wrinkles may be greatly delayed, it is 
believed, by the use of the hot bath.— 
St Louis Republic

Until quite recently diamonds were 
rarely cut in this country, bat Amer­ 
ican inventors have developed a process 
for diamond cutting which is vastly su­ 
perior to that done abrofid. 
The loss in weight through cutting is 
sometimes fully one-half, but the value 
is increased probably more than two­ 
fold. 
The Dutch city of Amsterdam has 
bwn the great diamond cutting center of 
the world from time immemorial and 
up to a few years ago over 12,000 peo­ 
ple in that place were dirtsctly or indi­ 
rectly dependent upon this trade. 
But it was not reasonable to suppose 
that Amsterdam should continue to hold 
a monopoly of diamond cutting. .As one 
of the greatest importing cities of the 
world, New York gradually offered in­ 
ducements to diamond cntters, and an 
industry has been gradually built up 
here that is now very flourishing and 
profitable. 
In 18 58 Henry D. Morse of 
Boston invented a machine for cutting 
and polishing diamonds, and since then 
improvements have been made npon it 
that are very important The foreigners 
continue to polish their stones by hand, 
but in this country machinery is large­ 
ly used. 
A famous gem expert places the total 
value of all the diamonds in the world 
at over $1,000,000,000, of which $350,- 
000,000 worth are in the hands of deal­ 
ers, carried as stock. 
All of the other 
diamonds are in the hands of private in­ 
dividuals, and the question naturally 
arises, who owns them? This is not so 
easily answered, except in the case of 
large and world famous gems.-—Godey’s 
Magazine.

PAYNE*S DESERTED TOMB. 


B«iiilnÌMS<tnoM of tho Author of "Home, 
Sweet Home.** 
The old Christian cemetery at Tunis’ 
is one of the strangest sights in that 
strange town. Just off a busy thorough­ 
fare, under an ancient archway, is a 
heavy wooden gate, much worn by the 
lapse of time, thickly studded with fan­ 
tastic nails and provided with a prodi­ 
gious knocker. The latter, however, is 
not needed, for the gate yields to an 
energetic push, and you find yourself in 
a large, walled iuclosure, half garden, 
half graveyard, where an Italian wom­ 
an is hanging out clothes among the 
gaunt white tomba It is 12 years since 
any one was buried here, and the place 
is beginning to look neglected. The 
modern cemetery is now outside the 
walls, and its guardian told me that 
many people came to him to inquire for 
the monument of ‘‘an American poet” 
or ‘‘an American consul,” and he had 
to send them to the old graveyard.

9, 18 8 3. ‘Then be content, poor heart. ’ ” 
"Snre when thy gentle spirit fled

Irrigation has not yet 
succeeded in bringing water in abun­ 
dance to the assistance of the tiller of 
the soil in this region, and therefore 
only such a plant oan live as has deep 
roots and a pertinacity that even the 
hot winds of Kansas cannot shake.—

H ere—A m ount Rapidly Increafling. 
In no country are there more dia­ 
monds to he found than in the United 
States, according to the population. 
It 
is estimated by a leading Maiden lane 
(New York) diamond dealer that there 
are upward of $500,000,000 we “th of 
diamonds in this country. 
Moreover, 
this vast amount is increasing year by 
year. 
Until quite recently diamonds were 
rarely cut iii this country, but Amer­ 
ican inventors have developed a process 
for diamond cutting which is vastly su­ 
perior to that done abroad. 
The loss in weight through cutting is 
sometimes fully one-half, but the value 
is increased probably more than two­ 
fold. 
Tho Dutch city of Amsterdam has 
been the great diamond cutting center of 
the world from time immemorial and 
up to a few years ago over 12,000 peo­ 
ple in that place were directly or indi­ 
rectly dependent upon this trade. 
But it was not reasonable to suppose 
that Amsterdam should continue to hold 
a monopoly of diamond cutting. As one 
of the greatest importing cities of the 
world, New York gradually offered in­ 
ducements to diamond cotters, and an 
industry has been gradually built up 
here that is now very flourishing and 
profitable. 
In 1858 Henry D. Morse of 
Boston invented a machine for cutting 
and polishing diamonds, and since then 
improvements have been made upon it 
that-are very important. The foreigners 
continue to polish their stones by hand, 
but in this country machinery is large­ 
ly need. 
A famous gem expert places the total

A D rought R esisting Plant. 
The chief reason why alfalfa hay will 
grow in the short grass country is that 
it has long roots. They have been known 
to strike 35 feet deep for moisture. The 
plant will not thrive, therefore, in soil j 
that is not open aud deep. 
An ideal 
place for its growth is along the river 
bottoms in the western part of Kansas— 
land under which treat lakes of “ sheet 


w ater," miles upon miles in extent, are 
found from IO to 35 feet below the sur­ 
face. The roots of alfalfa readily push 
down to the water and drink when they 
need moisture, and the result is that 
the plant blossoms and prospers and be­ 
comes a never failing source of revenue 
to the man who cultivates it. On the 
rolling uplands, where there is scarcely 
an average rainfall of 35 inches a year, 
the plant will live and produce hay 
nearly always. It makes good pasturage 
under ordinary conditions there and is 
almost certain every year to produce a 
fine crop of seed. All the uplands are 
fertile enough, the only trouble about 
making use of that fertility being the 
lack of moisture. Irrigation has not yet 
succeeded in bringing water in abun­ 
dance to the assistance of the tiller of 
the soil in this region, and therefore 
only such a plant can live as has deep 
roots and a pertinacity that even the 
hot winds of Kansas cannot shake.— 
Franklin Matthews in Harper’s Weekly.

In oth er words, th at 
th ey are eith er crippled up so as to ren ­ 
der th em un fit for service again in a 
like capacity or are killed on an aver­ 
age in th at time. It h as been foun d by 
lookin g over th e records of on e of th e 
leadin g railroads en terin g Louisville 
th at th is is un true. Durin g th ree y ears, 
on on e of th e busiest roads en terin g th e 
city , th ere were on ly 3 killed an d 158 
in jured, all of wh om were brakemeu 
except two, an d th ey were freigh t con ­ 
ductors wh o h ad assumed th e duty of 
brakemen , on e by makin g a couplin g 
an d th e oth er by assistin g in un loadin g 
froioh t 
It would seem th at in experien ced men 
would be most apt to get in jured, but 
th e figures sh ow differen tly , as in dicat­ 
ed by th e followin g; Eleven , or 9 .66 per 
cen t of th e total n umber of train men , 
were in jured durin g th eir first y ear of 
service; 18 , or 13.16 percen t, were in ­ 
jured wh o h ad been in th e service two 
y ears; 15, or 11.11 percen t, h ad been 
in th e service th ree y ears; 32, or 16.8 5 
per cen t, four y ears; 26, or 20 per cen t, 
five y ears; 27, or 21.77 per cen t, six 
y ears; 13, or 9 .63 per cen t, seven y ears; 
5, or 3.9 0 per cen t, eigh t y ears; 3, or 
2.47 per cen t, n in e y ears; 5, or 4.16 per 
cen t, ten y ears, an d 13, or 8 .8 9 per 
cen t, over ten y ears, some of wh om bad 
been in th e service 16, 18 an d 22 y ears. 
It will be n oted th at th e largest aver­ 
age of in juries occurred after th e em­ 
ploy ee h ad been in service six y ears, 
an d th e figures given would in dicate 
th at employ ees as a gen eral rule are 
careful up to th e time wh en th ey h ave 
been in th e service th ree to four y ears 
an d th en become more careless un til 
about th eir eigh th y ear of service, wh en 
th e in dication s sh ow th at th ey again 
become careful, as th ose wh o bad work­ 
ed over ten y ears h ave a very small 
comparative per cen t of in juries com 
pared with th ose wh o h ad worked six 
y ear.s. With th e completion of th e equip­ 
men t of all box cars with automatic 
couplers, airbrakes, etc., th e liability 
of a train man bein g in jured will h ave

Th is is on e of th e serious ob­ 
jection s to th e automatic drawbar—th at 
it will n ot couple readily on a curve, 
an d it is n ecessary for th e train men 
eith er to pull on e of th e drawbars over 
or sh ove it over with th eir feet. 
On e of th e most gen eral causes of 
pin ch ed fin gers was on accoun t of th e 
pin failin g to drop all th e way down 
in to th e bole wh en couplin g with a 
lin k an d pin . Th e brakemen in variably 
reach over to give th e pin a start so it 
will drop in to th e bole, wh en th e cars 
frequen tly roll on e way or th e oth er 
just a few in ch es an d catch th e pin just 
before it gets all th e way down , causin g 
it to tilt back an d catch th e fin gers be­ 
tween pin an d en d sill of th e car. 
A few were in jured by h oldin g th e 
grab iron on th e en d of th e car—recen tly 
added to all freigh t cars by an act of 
con gress—an d attemptin g' to make th e 
couplin g wh en lon g lumber or bridge 
iron would be exten din g over th e en d of 
th e car to be coupled to, an d catcb th eir 
h an ds between th e timber an d en d of 
th e car. However, th is dan gerous meth ­ 
od of couplin g cars togeth er th at h ave 
ladin g projectin g over th e en ds of th em 
will soon be a th in g of th e past, as it is 
becomin g a gen eral rule for all com­ 
pan ies n ot to permit th e loadin g of cars 
in th is man n er. Wh en ever th ere is lon g 
timber to load th e compan ies require 
th e use of two cars in stead of on e, as 
h eretofore.

THEY ARE OVERESTIMATED. 


THINK NOT AGAIN OF ME. 


Xaval Impudence. 
Fifty years ago the allowance of 
paint in the British navy was very 
small, and sometimes the officers had 
to pay large sums in order that their 
ships might maintain a decent appear 
auca One of them resorted to a humor­ 
ous expedient, either to soften the heart 
of the navy board, or if that proved im­ 
possible, to express his opinion. 
Sir John Phillimore painted one side 
of his old yellow frigate black and 
white and used the rest of the black 
paint in printing on the other side in 
large letters, “ No more paint.” 
The navy board wrote to call his at­ 
tention to the impropriety of his con 
duct and signed themselves, as they did 
officially, “ Your affectionate friends. 
To this Sir John replied that he could 
not obliterate the objectionable letters 
unless he wa* given more paint and 
signed himself in turn, “ Your affec­ 
tionate friend, John Phillimore.” 
The navy board then called his atten 
tion to the impropriety of the signature, 
to which Sir John replied, acknowledg­ 
ing the letter, stating that he regretted 
that the paint had not been sent anc, 
ending: “ I am no longer your affection­ 
ate friend, John Phillimore.” 
His frigate was allowed to retain her 
original yellow, and perhaps the navy 
board did right thus to punish Sir John’s 
impertinence.—Youth’s Companion. 


Brakemen, and the Old Hand* Among 
Them, Are Oftenest Victim s—But the 
Statistics Quoted May Be ^exceptional. 
Benefits From Safety Appliances, 


It has been estimated, and, in fact, 
railroad men frequently make the re­ 
mark, that the average life of a man 
actively engaged in train service is 
about seven years. In other words, that 
they are either crippled up so as to ren­ 
der them unfit for service again in a 
like capacity or are killed on un aver­ 
age in that time. It has been found by 
looking over the records of one of the 
leading railroads entering Louisville 
that this is untrue. Dnring three years, 
on one of the busiest roads entering the 
city, there were only 2 killed and 158 
injured, all of whom were brakemen 
except two, and they were freight con­ 
ductors who had assumed the duty of 
brakemen, one by making a coupling 
and the other by assisting in unloading 
frsio h t 
It would seem that inexperienced men 
would be most apt to get injured, but 
the figures show differently, as indicat­ 
ed by the following: Eleven, or 9.56 per 
cent of the total number of trainmen, 
were injured dnring their first year of 
service; 18, or 12.16 percent, were in­ 
jured who had been in the service two 
years; 15, or 11.11 per cent, had been 
in the service three years; 22, or 16.35 
per cent, four years; 26, or 20 per cent, 
five years; 27, or 21.77 per cent, six 
years; 13, or 9.63 per cent, seven years; 
5, or 3.90 per cent, eight years; 3, or 
2.47 per cent, nine years; 5, or 4.16 per 
cent, ten years, and 12, or 8.89 per 
cent, over ten years, some of whom bad 
been in the service lo, 18 and 22 years. 
It will be noted that the largest aver­ 
age of injuries occurred after the em­ 
ployee had been in service six years, 
and the figures given would indicate 
that employees as a general rule are 
careful up to the time when they have 
been in the service three to four years 
and then become more careless until 
about their eighth year of service, when 
the indications show that they again 
become careful, as those who had work­ 
ed over ten years have a very small 
comparative per cent of injuries com 
pared with those who had worked six 
years. With the completion of the equip­ 
ment of all box cars with automatic 
couplers, airbrakes, etc., the liability 
of a trainman being injured will have 
been reduced to a minimum, as the rec­ 
ord goes to show that at least two-thirds 
of the injuries were caused by attempt­ 
ing to couple automatic drawbars with 
a link and pin to the old fashioned 
solid or skeleton drawbar, which is 
very dangerous even to the most expe­ 
rienced railroad man. 
Other causes 
were on account of uneven drawbars, 
some being as much as three inches 
higher than others. All this will be rec­ 
tified with the law which requires all 
drawbars to be of a standard height A 
great many trainmen were injured by 
stepping upon stones or links in jump­ 
ing off to throw switches, etc., quite a 
number by being thrown off on account 
of the icy condition of the tops of the 
cars.

There was one case wnere a brake­ 
man was standing near the end of a car 
when another cut of cars struck it, and 
be was thrown from the top of the car 
to the gronnd, alighting squarely upon 
his feet and “ staving him up” severe­ 
ly, as will be readily understood. A 
few were compelled ta jump from the 
top of cars in cases of derailment. Oth­ 
ers had their feet mashed by attempt­ 
ing to shove an automatic drawbar over 
a few inches to enable it to come more 
squarely in contact with the automatic 
coupler. This is one of the serious ob­ 
jections to the automatic drawbar—that 
it will not couple readily on a curve, 
and it is necessary for the trainmen 
either to pull one of the drawbars over 
or shove it over with their feet. 
One of the most general causes of 
pinched fingers was on account of the 
pin failing to drop all the way down 
into the hole when coupling with a 
link and pin. The brakemen invariably 
reach over to give the pin a start so it 
will drop into the hole, when the cars 
frequently roll one way or the other 
just a few inches and catch the pin just 
before it gets all the way down, causing 
it to tilt back and catch the fingers be­ 
tween pin and end sill of the car. 
A few were injured by holding the 
grab iron on the end of the car—recently 
added to all freight cars by an act of 
congress—and attempting' to make the 
coupling when long lumber or bridge 
iron woald be extending over the end of 
the car to be coupled to, and catch their 
hands between the timber and end of 
the oar. However, this dangerous meth­ 
od of coupling cars together that have 
lading projecting over the ends of them 
will soon be a thing of the past, as it is 
becoming a general rule for all com­ 
panies not to permit the loading of cars 
in this manner. Whenever there is long 
timber to load the companies require 
the use of two cars instead of one, as 
heretofore. 
With the taking effect of the new law 
compelling railroads ta have all cars 
equipped with automatic drawbars and 
have the drawbars of equal height from 
rails, the position of railroad brakeman 
will not be such a hazardous one.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

It has been estimated, and, in fact, 
railroad men frequently make the re­ 
mark, that the average life of a man 
actively engaged in train service is 
about seven years. In other words, that 
they are either crippled up so as to ren­ 
der them unfit for service again in a 
like capacity or are killed on an aver­ 
age in that time. It has been found by 
looking over the records of one of the 
leading railroads entering Louisville 
that this is untrue. During three years, 
on one of the busiest, roads entering the 
city, there were only 2 killed and 158 
injured, all of whom were brakemen 
except two, and they were freight con­ 
ductors who had assumed the duty of 
brakemen, one by making a coupling 
and the other by assisting in unloading 
f ro io h t 
It would seem that inexperienced men 
would be most apt to get injured, but 
the figures show differently, as indicat­ 
ed by the following: Eleven, or 9.56 per 
cent of the total number of trainmen, 
were injured during their first year of 
service; 18, or 12.16 percent, were in­ 
jured who had been in the service two 
years; 15, or 11.11 per cent, had been 
in the service three years; 22, or 16.35 
per cent, four years; 26, or 20 per cent, 
five years; 27, or 21.77 per cent, six 
years; 18, or 9.63 per cent, seven years; 
5, or 3.90 per cent, eight years; 3, or 
2.47 per cent, nine years; 5, or 4.16 per 
cent, ten years, and 12, or 8.89 per 
cent, over ten years, some of whom had 
been in the service lo, 18 and 22 years. 
It will be noted that the largest aver­ 
age of injuries occurred after the em­ 
ployee had been in service six years, 
and the figures given would indicate 
that employees as a general rule are 
careful up to the time when they have 
been in the service three to four years 
and then become more careless until 
about their eighth year of service, when 
the indications show that they again 
beoome careful, as those who had work­ 
ed over ten years have a very small 
comparative per cent of injuries com 
pared with those who had worked six 
years.

Sometimes they give him a 
little pension, oftener not, but in ei­ 
ther case he goes out a poor, heart bro­ 
ken old man. 
They talk to him of en­ 
joying leisure, but he has never learned 
the art of idling, and so he hangs about 
the store after he is dismissed, walk­ 
ing by it through sheer force of habit. 
To others it is a commonplace enotigh 
store or office. 
To him it is the mauso­ 
leum where lies buried his youth, with 
all its dreams and hopes and ambitions, 
and there is a tear under the smile on 
his w intry old face as he says that he 
has left Blunk & Blank’s and has got 
too old to work.—New Orleans Pica­ 
yune. 


#Spiders’ W eb Silk. 
It would appear from all accounts 
that M. Chacot’s enterprise of the man­ 
ufacture of spiders’ web silk is to be 
pursued on a large scale, a factory in 
Paris having been taken for the purpose. 
Here the spiders will be kept aud work­ 
ed at regular hours, and wrhen one of 
them is used up he w ill be fed and help­ 
ed back to condition again, while an­ 
other will take his place on the bobbin. 
An expert, fully acquainted w ith the 
habits of the insect, will be in control 
of the spider department of the factory, 
the care of them, feeding, housing, etc. 
In obtaining the requisite supply, if 
the latter exceeds what is necessary for 
the industry, experiments will be made 
w ith a view to ascertaining which of 
the different varieties produces the finest 
quality of silk, and in this way those 
not favored with a fine web w ill be 
weeded o u t Trials will likewise be 
made w ith different diets in order to 
determine whether or not it is possible 
to train the spider to give forth a web 
that is an improvement on the ordinary 
product, the expectation being that 
perseverance in this respect will result 
in securing a quality of silk hitherto 
unsurpassed.

OUR DEBT TO BUMBLEBEES. 


The Part The» * Busj Worker» Play In th e 
F 
é 
r 
t i l of Flower» . 
Barney Hosk iu Standish w rites m 
article on “ The 
Bumblebee 
for St. 
Nicholas. 
Mr. Staudish says: The work 
of the 
bumblebt e iu bringing abou t the 
cross 
fertilization of flowers is as im ­ 
portant as that of the honeybee, and 
these two 
stand at the head of 
tíf insects uw f111 in fflis/e.spect. 
Each 
has its flowers wliich it alone visits, 
bu t there are many flowers on neu tral 
grou nd visited by both, 
bo we may 
say of the bu mblebee, as of the honey­ 
bee, the more 
bu mblebees the more 
seeds; the mcwe .seeds the more flowers 
—esiMK-ially wild flowers, as the tall 
bellflower, tou ch meu ot, Solomon’s seal, 
gentian, Du tchmen’s breeches and tu r­ 
tle head. Bu t probably the most inii>or- 
tant work this insect does for agricu l­ 
tu re is u pon the fields of red clover. 
There is abu ndant proof that ibis plant 
w ill not pnxiu ce seed, w ithou t the co­ 
operation of the bu mblebee. 
It is im ­ 
possible for the wind to bring abou t the 
fertilization pf the seed, as it may do 
in the case of Indian com , grain and 
eome forest trees. The tu be of L'id clo­ 
ver blossoms, too, is so long that other 
insects (inclu ding the honeybee) are 
not regu lar visitants. 
Here is pr<x)f that this plant m u st 
have visits from the bu mblebee. This 
insect is not a native of Au stralia, and 
red clover failed to produ ce seed there 
u ntil bu mblebees were imported. 
As 
soon as they bec^ame nu merou s the plant 
cou ld be depended u pon 
for 
setid. 
Again, the blossoms of the first crop of 
the Mediu m Red clover of ou r own 
cou ntry are ju st as perfect as those of 
the second crop, bu t there are too few 
bu mblebees in the field, so ^ l y in the 
season, to produ ce fertilization, hence 
little or no sef>d in this crop. If bu mble­ 
bees vvere su fficiently nu merou s, there 
is no reason why mu ch larger yields of 
clover seed m ight not be expected than 
at present. 
Here is w hat a well informed farm er 
says abou t i t : 
“ It was formerly thou ght that the 
world rested on the shou lders of Atlas. 
I can prove that its prosperity rests on 
the bu mblebee. 
The world cannot pros­ 
per w ithou t the farm ers’ produ ct. 
The 
farm w’ill not be produ ctive w ithou t 
clover. We cannot raise clover w ithou t 
seed, and we cannot have clover seed 
w ithou t the bu mblebee, becau se it is 
this insect that carries the pollen from 
flow’er to flow er, scou ring its develop­ 
m ent and continu ance. 
Let u s leara to 
k now’ and to protect ou r friends.”

OUR DEBT TO BUMBLEBEES. 


Tho Part T hew Busy W orker* Play l a th o 


F e r t i l i s a t i o n o f Flower*. 
Barney Hoakiu Standish w rits. an 
article on “ The Bumblebee 
for St. 
Nicholas. Mr. Standish saya: The work 
of the bum blebee in bringing about tne 
cross fertilization of flowers is as im­ 
portant as that of the honeybee, and 
these two stand at the head of tao list 
of insects useful in this respect. Each 
has its flowers which it alone visits, 
but there are many flowers on neutral 
ground visited by both. So we may 
say of the bumblebee, as of the honey­ 
bee, the more bumblebees the more 
seeds; the more seeds the more flowers 
—especially wild flowers, as the tall 
bellflower, touch me not, Solomon’s seal, 
gentian, Dutchmen’s breeches aud tur­ 
tle head. But probably the most impor­ 
tant work this insect does for agricul­ 
ture is upon the fields of red clover. 
There is abundant proof that Ibis plant 
will not produce seed. without the co­ 
operation of the bumblebee. It is im­ 
possible for the wind to bring about the 
fertilization pf the seed, as it may do 
in the case of Indian corn, grain and 
some forest trees. The tube of tsd clo­ 
ver blossoms, too, is so long that other 
insects (including the honeybee) are 
not regular visitants. 
Here is proof that this plant must 
have visits from the bumblebee. This 
insect is not a native of Australia, and 
red clover failed to produce seed there 
until bumblebees were imported. As 
soon as they became numerous the plant 
could be depended upon for seed. 
Again, the blossoms of the first crop of 
the Medium Red clover of our own 
country are just as perfect as those of 
the second crop, but there are too few 
bumblebees in the field, so early in the 
season, to produce fertilization, hence 
little or no seed in this crop. If bumble­ 
bees were sufficiently numerous, there 
is no reason why much larger yields of 
clover seed might not be expected than 
at present. 
Here is what a well informed farmer 
says about it: 
“ It was formerly thought that the 
world rested on the shoulders of Atlas. 
I can prove that its prosperity rests on 
the bumblebee. The world cannot pros­ 
per without the farmers’ product The 
farm will not be productive without 
clover. We cannot raise clover without 
seed, and we cannot have clover seed 
without the bumblebee, because it is 
this insect that carries the pollen from 
flower to flower, securing its develop­ 
ment and continuance. Let us learn to 
know and to protect our friends.”

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OUR DEBT TO BUMBLEBEES. 


T h . P»rt T h ... KCI., W ork er. P l . , 
t h . 
F ertilisa tio n o f F low ers. 
Barney Hoskiu Standish writes an 
article on “ The Bumblebee” for St. 
Nicholas. Mr. Standish says: The work 
of the bumblebee in bringing about the 
cross fertilization of flowers is as im ­ 
portant as that of the honeybee, aud 
these two sta n d at the head of tie list 
of insects useful in this respect. 
Each 
has its flow ers which it alone visits, 
but there are many flowers on neutral 
ground visited by both, 
bo we may 
say of the bumblebee, as of the honey­ 
bee, the more 
bumblebees the more 
seeds; the more seeds the more flowers 
especially wild flowers, as the tall 
bellflower, touch me not, Solomon’s seal, 
gentian, D u tc h m e n ’s breeches aud tu r­ 
tle head. But probably the most im por­ 
tant work this insect does for agricul­ 
ture is upon th e fields of red clover. 
There is abundant proof that Ibis plant 
w ill not p r o d u c e seed. without the co­ 
operation of the bumblebee. 
It is im ­ 
possible for the wind to bring about the 
fertilization pf the seed, as it may do 
in the case of Indian corn, grain and 
some forest trees. 
The tube of 
clo­ 
ver blossoms, too, is so long thai other 
insects (including the honeybee) are 
not regular visitants. 
Here is proof that this plant m ust 
have visits from the bumblebee. This 
insect is not a native of Australia, and 
red clover failed to produce seed there 
until bumblebees were imported. 
As 
soon as they became numerous the plant 
could be depended upon 
for 
seed. 
Again, the blossoms of the firafc crop of 
the Medium Red clover of our own 
country are just as perfect as those of 
the second crop, but there are too few 
bumblebees in the field, so early in the 
season, to produce fertilization, bruce 
little or no seed in this crop. If bumble­ 
bees were sufficiently numerous, there 
is no reason w hy much larger yields of 
clover seed m ight not be expected than 
at present. 
Here is w hat a well informed farm er 
says about it: 
“ It was form erly thought th at the 
world rested on the shoulders of Atlas. 
I can prove th at its prosperity rests on 
the bumblebee. 
The world cannot pros­ 
per w ithout the farm ers’ product. The 
farm will not be productive w ithout 
clover. We cannot raise clover w ithout 
seed, and we cannot have clover seed 
w ithout the bumblebee, because it is 
this insect that carries the pollen from 
flower to flower, securing its develop­ 
m ent and continuance. 
Let us learn to 
know and to protect our friends. ’'

VIRTUES OF HOT WATER. 


M any Are th e Ache* and Pain* I t Win 
R elieve. 
Not a phrase conveying an impres­ 
sion of entire felicity, yet it may be 
found that water, hot, has manifold 
uses and is peculiarly able in certain 
places to afford comfort and relief. 
A 
physician who has tried it says tia t no 
agent so quickly relieves nausea and 
vomiting as water, hot as it can be 
taken. 
For constipation drink of hot 
water a short time before retiring at 
night. Dyspeptics are benefited by sip­ 
ping a cup of hot water an bour before 
eating. The same practice tends to flesh 
production, and is one of the rules given 
sometimes in prescriptions for the cure 
of lameness. 
As water is so considerable an ele­ 
ment in the physical structure, it is in 
some sense a food, though—knowing, 
too, that without it life cannot be sup­ 
ported—it is not usually regarded in 
that manner, and the knowledge that a 
weak stomach will retain hot water 
when it will nothing else may be often­ 
times of value. 
Let those who are inclined to Aieer at 
“ only bot water” try a cup of it, fresh 
water, quickly heated and brought to a 
boil, used with cream and sugar as for 
coffee. If coffee, as many believe, en­ 
courages dyspepsia, and tea renders its 
consumers subject to headaches, while 
a cold fluid with warm fluid is not hy­ 
gienic, it answers to reason that if auy 
drink must be used at meals, the one 
we are considering (or else hot milk), 
having none of their objectionable qual­ 
ities, is preferable. 
To ward off the cold threatened by a 
chilly sensation, drink a cup. To loosen 
a tight cough, sip water as hot as it can 
be borne. A hot compress, with a dry 
flannel over it, persistently applied to 
the throat and chest will cure a stub­ 
born cough, a sore throat and cut short 
in its incipiency congestion of the lungs. 
To dip a cloth in hot water and lay it 
quickly over the seat of pain is some­ 
times a relief in neuralgia. The same 
application on the stomach will banish 
colic. In croup place about the neck a 
flannel wrung out of hot water. For 
sprains bot fomentations are excellent. 
Iu such cases care should be taken that 
the clothing is protected from dampness 
by the intervention of a dry cloth, aud 
in all the uses for it thus far given it 
must be kept in mind that the water is 
to be really hot. 
In spasms place the afflicted child as 
quickly as possible in a bot bath—that 
is, one heated as much as comfort will 
allow. The convulsed frame will be re­ 
laxed and soothed by its contact with 
the warm water. A hot bath after ex­ 
posure will do much to prevent the 
taking of an infectious disease. An oc­ 
casional full bot bath upon retiring is 
of great benefit in inducing sleep. Even 
a footbath will be found a help as a 
means to the same. 
When a person is tired and heated, 
bathing the face with warm water will 
prove more comfortable as well as less 
dangerous than the use of cold. 
Weak 
eyes are made stronger by bathing them 
regularly iii water as hot as can be 
boma If they are tired, such bathing, 
to which is sometimes added a little 
salt, will wonderfully rest them. 
For a fine complexion and velvety 
skin never use cold, but warm water in 
washing the face. It may be first wash­ 
ed with soap and hot water, then rinsed 
with tepid water. To bathe the face 
daily in hot water will, it is said, re­ 
move pimples. And the appearance of 
wrinkles may be greatly delayed, it is 
believed, by the use of the hot bath.— 
S t Louis Republic.

Three summers ago I spent the season 
in the coast mountains np in Monterey 
county, and one moonlight night I saw 
a big grizzly bear in the act of carrying 
a dead cow home to her cub. 
I had a

could see every movement of the bear i.i 
the sparsely timbered valley below na 
The critter carried the dead cow »n In 
fore paws for at least three miles, a* ’ 
- 
jagged, sharp rocks ten feet high, ovci 
fallen logs, around the rocky mountain 
sides, where even a jackass could not 
get a foothold, to a uarrow trail up the 
steep mountain. 
She never stopped t > 
rest for a moment, bot went right along. 
I followed, aud just about half a mile 
from the beast’s lair I laid her low. 
Th© heifer weighed at least 200 pouuds, 
and the bear would have tipped the 
beam at about 450 pounds.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

“ Thanksgiving can only have mean­ 
ing and be offered in sincerity on the 
supposition that 
the God whom we 
worship is the God of oar nation, inter­ 
ested in our affairs and to whom we as a 
nation are responsible and to whom we 
must give an account. 
“ We believe that civil government is an 
ordinance of God. 
God not only creates 
men, but so combines them together in 
their national life. 
He determines the 
period and place of nations and divides 
them and their boundaries iu time and 
space. 
We find as we read the history 
recorded in the word that God actually 
rules over the nation, warning those 
who obey His law and do His will and 
punishing those who rebel against Him. 
If ever this fair land of ours shall be 
rent asunder, it will be of the Lord, and 
it will be the direct result of sin.

the battle at Santiago it was drunken 
Spaniards against sober Americans that 
brought about the victory for America. 
Day by day we are teaching Spain a 
lesson, but we are doing it, with 18 inch 
guns. and then they ask IO days to con 
sider peace. 
Spain pays her bills right 
quickly when God goes after the conn 
try. 
“ It is 13-inch guns against Spain’s 12 
inch guns, and other inch guns against 
those of that foreign country. 
“ Spain is learning a lesson from her 
new discovery, and the other nations 
are doing the same. 
W hat do we care 
about the concert of powers, that Spain 
is seeking to form? We have a concert of 
our own that can be heard over the en­ 
tire world, and that is,‘In God we trust.’ 
We are teaching William, of Germany, 
he is not the whole thing himself. 
Our 
navy is not only teaching the world a 
great lesson, but it is bringing people to 
account. 
We have ample funds in oar 
treasury to carry on the war, over six­ 
teen hundred millions, and Spain had 
hard work to gather fifty million. They 
say in Spain today that the Americans 
only go on, and never turn back. 
“ We have good cause to give thanks 
to God.and we should remember He it is 
who is giving us these victories. 
“ I would like to see every soldier and 
sailor of America be given a medal with 
the words ‘I was there’ in its face. 
W hat a meaning that would have. 
It 
would show to the world that sons of 
America are ever willing to sacrifice 
their lives for the sake of others.” 
The overflow meeting was held at the 
Methodist Protestant church and was 
largely attended.

Valuable Ware. 
At theSaveton sale, in London, a few 
years ago, a service of old Sevres ware 
was sold for $5,000. 
The genuineness 
of this set was proved by certificates is­ 
sued to the owners by the French gov­ 
ernment, writes F. Vizetelly in Godey’s. 
But by far the most valuable service 
turned out at the Sevres pottery (iii 
1778) was made for the Czarina Cath­ 
erine II of Russia and consisted of 745 
pieces, which cost $65,080. 
The Sevres ware, old or modern, is 
usually light iii color and daintily dec­ 
orated with flowers or figure subjects 
tastefully 
arranged. 
The 
porcelain 
itself, although of good texture, is in­ 
ferior to that of the English potteries. 
Decorated pieces generally bear pic­ 
torial panels on white ground, sur­ 
rounded by frames of gilt scrollwork. 
These, as well as the tableware, are 
quite in keeping with the national char­ 
acter. 
Although the Sevres works are 
still in operation, they are kept busy in 
copying ancient Chinese and Japanese 
models instead of increasing their rep­ 
utation in the manufacture of the wares 
which made them famous.

found from IO to 25 feet below the sur­ 
face. The roots of alfalfa readily push 
down to the water and drink when they 
need moisture, and the result is that 
the plant blossoms and prospers and be­ 
comes a never failing source of revenue 
to the man who cultivates it. On the 
rolling uplands, where there is scarcely 
an average rainfall of 25 inches a year, 
the plant will live and produce hay 
nearly always. It makes good pasturage 
under ordinary conditions there and is 
almost certain every year to produce a 
flue crop of seed. All the uplands are 
fertile enough, the only trouble about 
making use of that fertility being the 
lack of moisture. Irrigation has not yet 
succeeded in bringing water in abun­ 
dance to the assistance o# the tiller of 
the soil in this region, and therefore 
only such a plant can live as has deep 
roots and a pertinacity that even the 
hot winds of Kansas cannot shake.— 
Franklin Matthews in Harper’s Weekly.

K EEP T H E ISLANDS. 


Doctor Lee’s V iew o f th e DlHpoaitlon o f 
Conquered T erritory. 


Doctor John Lloyd Lee at the F irst 
Presbyterian church yesterday m orn­ 


ing fired his congregation w ith an in ­ 
tensely patriotic sermon, A m erica’s vic­ 
tories and the dow nfall of Spain afford­ 
ing him a subject near to th e hearts of 
his people. 
In reviewing the causes of the w ar 
and the unselfish motive which prompted 
this 
country 
to 
strike 
for 
the 
freedom of Cuba, the gentlem an said it 
would be in the interests of hum anity 
for this government to retain all con­ 
quered territory, showing th at under 
the beautiful folds of the Stars and 
Stripes and surrounded by the Christian 
influences of our civilization the people 
would receive such advantages as they 
could never hope to obtain from Spain. 
At the First U. P. church Doctor 
Taggart spoke on “ True L iberty,” and 
an inspiring sermon it was, filled w ith 
thoughts which are dear to the C hris­ 
tian American. 
Among other things in his Sunday 
morning sermon Professor Reed said : 
“All history w ith its noisy and com­ 
plicated machinery is God working out 
his problems. God is present and active 
in it all.” After review ing G od’s agency 
rn Jewish history he came to consider 
modern history, and said : “ Men listen to 
and heed the precious invitation to come 
and partake of the w aters of life, but are 
wonderfully remiss w hen it comes to a 
recognition of the stern com m and go 
preach the gospel to every people A frica 
lay in darkness and ignorance most pro­ 
found. 
The m issionary m en entered 
her vast territory. 
H er people were 
earned across the ocean, sold 
into 
slavery and thus brought into oontaot 
with civilization were thus gradually 
Christianized. 
Today 6,000,000 of them 
in the enjoym ent of 
civil 
and 
religious liberty who otherw ise would 
now be bound by the gyves of grossest 
ignorance and superstition. 
So th at in 
working out God's eternal purposes 
slavery—always 
held 
a 
corse—has 
Proven a blessing. So now 10,000,000 sub­ 
jects of Spanish misrule are throngh the 
juinmtration of w ar to be lifted to a 
kther plain of existence of intelligence, 
civilization. 
If our people will not 
respond to the command

Brakemen, and the Old Hand** A m ong 
Them, Are O ftenest V ictim s—But the 
Statistic* Quoted May Be I d e a tio n a l. 
Benefits Prom .Safety A p p liq u e* . 


It has been estimated, aud, in fact, 
railroad men frequently make the re ­ 
mark, th at the average life of a man 
actively engaged in train service is 
about seven years. In other words, that 
they are either crippled up so as to ren­ 
der them unfit for service again in a 
like capacity or are killed on an aver­ 
age in that time. 
It has been found by 
looking over the records of one of the 
leading railroads entering Louisville 
that this is untrue. During three years, 
on one of the busiest roads entering the 
city, there were only 2 killed and 158 
injured, all of whom were brakemen 
except two, aud they were freight con­ 
ductors who had assumed the duty of 
brakemen, one by making a coupling 
and the other by assisting in unloading 
freia h fc 


It would seem that inexperienced men 
would be most apt to get injured, but 
the figures show differently, as indicat­ 
ed by the following: Eleven, or 9.56 per 
cent of the total num ber of trainm en, 
were injured during their first year of 
service; 18, or la. 16 p ercen t, were in ­ 
jured who had been in the service two 
years; 15, or l l . l l p ercen t, bad been 
in tbe service three years; aa, or 16.85 
per cent, four years; 36, or at) per cent, 
five years; 37, or 21.77 per cent, six 
years; 18, or 9.63 per cent, seven years; 
5, or 3.90 per cent, eight years; 3, or 
2.47 per cent, nine years; 5, or 4.16 per 
cent, ten years, and 13, or 8.89 per 
cent, over ten years, some of whom bad 
been in tbe service lo, 18 and 22 years. 
It w ill be noted that tbe largest aver­ 
age of injuries occurred after the em­ 
ployee had been in service six years, 
and the figures given would indicate 
that employees as a general rule are 
careful up to tbe tim e when they have 
been in the service three to four years 
and then become more careless until 
about their eighth year of service, when 
tbe indications show that they again 
become can ful, as those who bad w ork­ 
ed over ten years have a very small 
comparative per cent of injuries com 
pared w ith those who had worked six 
years. W ith the completion of tbe equip­ 
m ent of all box cars w ith autom atic 
couplers, airbrakes, etc., tbe 
liability 
of a trainm an being injured w ill have 
been reduced to a m inim um , as the rec­ 
ord goes to show that at least tw o-thirds 
of the injuries were caused by attem pt­ 
ing to couple autom atic draw bars w ith 
a link and pin to the old fashioned 
solid or skeleton draw bar, which is 
very dangerous even to tbe most expe­ 
rienced railroad man. 
Other causes 
wero on account of uneven drawbars, 
some being as m uch as three inches 
higher than others. All this w ill be rec­ 
tified w ith tile law wbioh requires all 
draw bars to be of a standard h e ig h t A 
great m any trainm en were injured by 
stepping upon stones or links in ju m p ­ 
ing off to throw switches, etc., quite a 
num ber by being throw n off on account 
of the icy condition of the tops of the 
cars.

The Medical Times 
quotes an authority on the subject of 
prescribing coffee as a medicine in cer­ 
tain states of great debility and adds: 
“ Tea aud coffee seem to be much 
alike in m any respects, but the latter is 
greatly preferable as to its sustaining 
power. 
It would be a great advantage 
to our working classes and a groat help 
toward the further development of so­ 
cial sobriety if coffee were4o come into 
greatly increased use and if the ability 
to make it w?ell could be acquired. 
As 
an example of the difference of effect of 
tea aud coffee upon the nerves the 
w riter notes w’bat he believes many 
sportsmen w ill confirm—that it is fur 
better to drink coffee than tea when 
shooting. Tea, if strong or in any quan­ 
tity, especially if the individual be not 
-in very robust health, will induce a sort 
of nervousness which is very prejudicial 
to steady shooting.

There was one case wnere a brake­ 
man was standing near the end of a car 
when another cut of cars struck it, and 
be was throw n from tbe top of tbe car 
to tbe ground, alighting squarely upon 
his feet and “ stoviug him up” severe­ 
ly, as w ill be readily understood. 
A 
few were compelled to jum p from the 
top of cars in cases of derailm ent. O th­ 
ers had their feet mashed by attem pt­ 
ing to shove an autom atic draw bar over 
a few inches to enable it to come more 
squarely in contact w ith the autom atic 
coupler. 
This is one of tbe serious ob­ 
jections to the au* jm atic draw bar— that 
it w ill not couple readily on a curve, 
and it is necessary for the trainm en 
either to pull one of the draw bars over 
or shove it over w ith their feet. 
One of the most general causes of 
pinched fingers was on account of the 
pin failing to drop all the way down 
into the hole when coupling w ith a 
link aud pin. Tbe brakemen invariably 
reach over to give tbe pin a start so it I 
will drop into the bole, when the cars 
frequently roll one way or the other 
just a few inches and catch the pin just 
before it gets ull the way down, causing 
it to tilt back aud catch the fingers be­ 
tween pin aud end sill of the car. 
A few were injured by holding tbe 
grab iron on the end of tbe car—recently 
added to all freight cars by an act of 
congress—aud attem pting to make tbe 
coupling when long lumber or bridge j 
iron woald be extending over the end of 
the car to be coupled to, aud catch their 
bauds between the tim ber aud aud of j 
the car. However, this dangerous moth- J 
od of conpliug cars together that have j 
lading projecting over the ends of them 
w ill soon be a thing of the past, as it is 
becoming a general rule for all com­ 
panies not to perm it the loading of cars 
in this manner. W henever there is long 
tim ber to load the companies require 
tbe use of two cars instead of one, as 
heretofore. 
W ith the taking effect of the new law 
compelling railroads to have all cars 
equipped with autom atic drawbars aud 
have the drawbars of equal height from 
rails, tbe position of railroad brakeman 
will not be such a hazardous one.— 
Louisville C ouner-Journal.

Here the spiders w ill be kept aud work­ 
ed at regular hours, and when one of 
them is used up he w ill be fed aud help­ 
ed back to condition again, w hile an* 
: other w ill take his pluce on the bobbin. 
An expert, fully acquainted w ith the 
habits of the insect, w ill be in control 
1 of the spider departm ent of the factory, 
the care of them, feeding, housing, etc. 
In obtaining the requisite supply, if 
the latter exceeds w hat is necessary for 
the industry, experim ents will be made 
w ith a view to ascertaining which of 
the different varieties produces the finest 
quality of silk, and in this way those 
not favored w ith a fine web w ill be 
weeded o u t 
T rials w ill likewise be 
made w ith different diets in order to 
determ ine w hether or not it is possible 
to train the spider to give forth a web 
th at is an improvement on the ordinary 
product, the expectation 
being that 
perseverance in this respect w ill res j It 
in securing a quality of silk hitherto 
unsurpasMxl. 


One w hale will furnish from 1,000 to 
8.000 pounds of bone. At San Francisco 
th© bone is split, sorted as to color and 
tied in bundles.
